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The State Capitol Building 
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Franklin County — 
A Community Of Pride 


Franklin County, named for Benjamin Franklin, was 
created from Mercer, Shelby, and Woodford Coun- 
ties. In 1792, the legislature named Frankfort the 
state capital. The first Capitol, built of rough marble, 
was completed in 1794, but bumed in 1815. The 
second Capitol, a brick edifice, was also destroyed by 
fire in 1824. The old Capitol, built in 1850, still stands 
today, but a new Capitol was built in 1910. It still 
serves as the house for various branches of the state 
government. 


The Kentucky Governor’s Mansion, which stands on 
the edge of the State Capitol grounds, was build by 
the State in 1914. The Executive Mansion remains 
the Governor's residence with rooms for public func- 
tions. 


The Floral Clock is located on the west lawn behind 
the State Capitol. The giant clock has a 54 foot face 
and is decorated with live plantings to represent the 
seasons of the year.
